There is a certain irresistable attrac- 
tion in ‘the memories of the Birthplace of 
the Saviour. In the Crib of Bethlehem, 
Christ first began to show His love and 
sympathy for mankind. 

When Mary, the Mother of Jesus, ten- 
derly placed her Child in the lowly Man- 
ger of Bethlehem, she inseparably linked 
in our minds, the Birth of her Son and 
the Manger, Christmas and the Crib. 

The story of that first Christmas night 

| in the City of David, has ever been a 
beacon of consolation and cheer for Chris- 
tianity. There appeared the benignity, 
the grace, the loving kindness, the hu- 
manity of our Saviour. No one can 
grasp the stern lessons of Calvary and 
its Victim without passing through the 
lowly portals of the Grotto of Bethlehem. 

To Saint Francis of Assisi is generally 
given the credit of making the Crib so 
conspicuous a part of the Christmas fes- 
tival. The early biographers of the saint 

| relate how, on the Eve of Christmas, 
1223, St. Francis had a stable prepared 
on the hillside near Greccio in central 
Italy. Within it were living sheep, the 
ox and the ass, grouped about a manger.

Christmas were held. Francis’ cherished 
wish “to make memorial of that Child 
who was born in Bethlehem, and in some 
sort to behold with bodily eyes, His in- 
fant hardships—how He lay in a manger 
on the hay with the ox and ass standing 
by” was fulfilled. 

The Crib of Greccio was probably the 
first of its kind, although the custom of 
conducting a sacred drama of the Birth 
of Christ, at Christmas time was not 
uncommon in the Middle Ages. 

Simple and homely as it was, the Crib 
of St. Francis had a great attraction 
for the people. It became a part of the 
Christmas service. The custom spread to 
all countries. Today nearly every church 


has its Christmas Crib. 

The Sons of St. Francis have been true 
to the spirit of their holy founder in 
spreading this beautiful custom of the 
Crib. An exact reproduction of the 
Grotto of Bethlehem,.and its Crib, is to 
be found in the Franciscan Church, here 
in the City of Washington. “Come, let 
us adore Him.”

ST. JOHN’S, EPISCOPAL. 


St. John’s Church, the third oldest Episcopal 
church in the District of Columbia, was or- 
ganized in 1816. It has long been known as 
the ‘Presidents’ Church,” and all of the Presi- 
dents who have been Episcopalians have regu- 
larly attended services there in the pew specially 
reserved for them. These have included: 
Presidents Madison, Monroe, Tyler, and Arthur. 
In recent years Mrs, Taft has occupied the 
President’s pew. Chief Justice Fuller was long 
a member of the vestry, and prominent officers 
of the army and navy usually held similar re- 
lations in this historic church. Admiral Dewey, 
Admiral Schley, General Pershing, and others, 
have been regular attendants at its services. 
The rectors have likewise been eminent church- 
men. The Rev. Dr, William A, Leonard, while 
rector, was elected to the Bishopric of Ohio, 
and the Rev, Alexander MacKay Smith, also, 
while rector, was called to the Bishropic of 
Pennsylvania. In its present restored condition 
it is regarded by experts as one of the best 
specimens of early American church architec- 
ture extant. The present rector is the Rev. 
Robert Johnston, D.D. D D.C.L. 


VERMONT AVENUE CHRISTIAN 
CHURCH. 


Organized in December, 1843, this congrega- 
tion, of which President Garfield was a mem- 
ber, dedicated its present house of worship in 
January, 1884. Plans are now being formu- 
lated to erect a new edifice at Thomas Circle 
as a national church for the Disciples of Christ. 
The present pastor, Dr. Earle Wilfley, is the 
third pastor in the history of the church. 


ST. PAUL’S, EPISCOPAL. 


Just outside the northern gate of the Soldiers’ 
Home is a church that served nearby Maryland 
for sixty years before the Revolution. Or- 
ganized in 1717 as Rock Creek Parish, a house 
of worship was erected, rebuilt in 1775, re- 
modeled in 1868, only to be gutted by a disas- 
trous fire in 1922. However, the original de- 
sign has been followed in its restoration. In 
the adjoining cemetery, graves may be seen that 
are more than 150 years old. 


NEW YORK AVENUE 
PRESBYTERIAN CHURCH. 


Organized in 1803 as the F Street Associate 
Reformed Church, this congregation changed 
its name in 1820 to the Second Presbyterian 
Church, and in 1859 adopted its present name 
on moving into its new church on New York 
Avenue, near 14th Street. Of the many notable 
personages who were members of this church, 
Abraham Lincoln is, perhaps, most outstanding,

Digest of Traffic Regulations 


DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 


PEDESTRIANS: Have the right of way at 
crosswalks in the absence of traffic officer 
or traffic device, but must obey the officer 
or device at intersections so controlled. 

RIGHT OF WAY: All drivers must slow 
down on approaching an intersection and 
have their vehicles under such control as 
to avoid colliding, Except at Boulevard 
or Arterial Highway intersections, the 
driver on the right has the right of way, 
but must yield it to through traffic if he 
desires to make a turn at the intersection. 

BOULEVARD AND ARTERIAL HIGH- 
WAYS: Always stop at the “Stop” sign 
and do not proceed until you can do so 
with safety. Through traffic on such high- 
ways always has the right of way. 

SPEED: Passenger vehicles, 22 miles an 

hour. 
Pneumatic tire trucks, 18 miles an hour. 
Solid tire trucks, 15 miles an hour. 
On Arterial Highways the speed is as 
above unless marked by signs. 

ACCIDENTS: In case you are involved in 
an accident, no matter how slight, always 
stop and give your name, address and per- 
mit number to someone at the scene. 
Failure to do so will result in a heavy 
sentence and loss of driver’s permit. 

STOPPING, TURNING AND BACKING: 
Always give timely warning by extending 
the arm and hand straight out from the 
side of the car. Never attempt to turn 
around in any street when the turn cannot 
be completed without backing. 

RIGHT TURNS: Must always be made on 
the Green signal or from the line of 
moving traffic. 

LEFT TURNS: Proceed to the right-hand 
side of the intersecting streets on the green 
light, and wait until the light turns green, 
in the direction you wish to turn. 


HEADLIGHTS: Must be bright, properly 
focused and equipped with legal lenses. 
Dazzling lights are prohibited. 

PARKING LIGHTS: A parked car must 
always display a light at night. 

PARKING: Restrictions as indicated by signs 
except in the congested district, where, in 
the absence of signs, the limit is one 
hour. 

BRAKES: You must be able to stop your 
car in 50 feet from a speed of 20 miles per 
hour, 

STREET CARS: Stop eight feet behind 
when they stop to load or unload. 


DO NOT: Stop on cross-walks. 

DO NOT: Drive through safety zones. 

DO NOT: Park within 10 feet ofa fire-plug. 

DO NOT: Park within 20 feet of a street 
intersection. 

DO NOT: Pass cars going in same direction 
at a street intersection. 

DO NOT: Follow fire-engines within the 
same block. 

DO NOT: Cut corners. 

DO NOT: Pass to the right of another 
vehicle going in the same direction. 

DO NOT: Drive in the middle of the street.
